“While the possibility of the 
planting of an infernal machine 
cannol, of course, be entirely 
¢liminated, tt can bo said that no 
¢vidence hos been found to sug- 
Rest that sabotage had onything 
to do with the loss of the air- 
craft.” 

The Star Aricl was owned and 
operated by the British South 
American Alrways Corporation, 

The report said that through 
lack of evidence, as no wreckage 
was found, the cnuse of tho ac- 
eldent was unknown.

The offer of the Hong Kong 
Commissioner of Labour to 
mediate in the dispute be- 
tween the warkers and 
management of the Tram- 
ways has averted a threatened 
rupture, It has also done 
something to allay the rising 
tension among the workers 
and the nervousness of the 
public, recently reflected in 
the run on certain emergency 
articles in the shops. 

But this is merely one of 
several disputes, actual or 
potential. An accumulation 
of deadlocks and delays might 
well have serious results, In 
the end, of course, each parti- 
cular dispute will have to be 
settled in strict relation to the 
autonomous position of the 
utility or industry concerned. 
Some concerny are doing well 
as a result-of the present caon- 
ditions, others trot so well. The 
overall situation, however, has 
issues of principle, precedent, 
und even machinery in com- 
mon, and all have to be con- 
sidered within the framework 
of an emergency which has no 
real geographical or political 
boundaries. There has also 
been a swing in labour circles 
toward what is often miscall- 
ed a forward policy. 

The issues of principle are 
most important of all. One of 
them was well put by a cor- 
respondent who argued that 
the best way out of these 
troubles is not to — raise 
salaries, and thereby increase 
the cost of living, but to attack 
the position from the other 
end and make a solid effort to 
cut down the cost of living so 
that salaries may be adequate. 
There is the question of rents, 
for example! Perfect control 
of supply and demand is Im- 
possible in the existing crisis 
conditions. Prices have gone 
up because of external factors 
and the immense influx of 
people from all parts of China. 

This peculiar position can 
only be fairly provided for by 
some special and limited treat- 
ment where the conditions of 
any particular enterprise 
make it possible. But the 
veneral danger of an infla- 
vionary spiral—rin which the 
workers always’ lose—ought 
at all times to be the govern- 
ing factor, in both wages and 
profits. 

A’; month ago the Trades 
Union Congress in Britain 
called-on Workers to make no 
mone wage claims for the pre- 
serit unless the cost of living 
index rose six points, from 112

The displaced government of 
China claim stil to represent 
China, notwithstanding that It ts 
functioning in Tolwan. That, suki 
Mr. Potter, raises a tremendous 
problem in international law.

“A fallacy” 


Dealing with his second point 
namely, the question of a revolu-

right to bring about any form of 
government they wished, either 
by revolution or by constitutiona! 
means. 

Ifa revolution succeeded Inslde 
the country concerned, he went 
on, then ft means that the au- 
thority of that previous govern- 
ment Is destroyed entirely, 

Referring to the opposing side's 
contentions that-there could be ne 
answer to their claim because
